SUMMARY  OF  ISSUES  AND  CONSTRAINTS 


GOVERNMENT  IMPOSED  CONSTRAINTS 

1.  Controls  on  development  caused  by  environmental  concerns/planning 
policies  are  too  restrictive 

Developers  which  can  prove  that  their  tourism/recreational  projects  meet 
or  exceed  the  environmental  standards  should  be  allowed  to  continue  with 
their  projects. 

2.  Outfitter/Guide  Policy  for  Alberta 

This  new  policy  has  caused  a  good  deal  of  concern  in  Northern  Alberta.  It 
is  felt  that  the  new  policy  will  have  a  considerable  impact  on  the  liveHhood 
of  individuals  in  this  industry  as  well  as  on  the  tourism  economy  of  the 
communities  in  Northern  Alberta.  It  is  felt  that  outfitters  that  reside  in 
Southern  Alberta,  but  have  their  operation  in  Northern  Alberta  will  buy 
their  supplies  and  equipment  in  their  home  community  and  not  from 
communities  that  they  will  hunt  in.  As  well  some  outfitters  will  be  forced 
out  of  business  thus  having  an  impact  on  visitation  patterns. 

3.  Lack  of  base-line  data/studies  etc.  to  assess  opportunities 

Data  needs  to  be  compiled  and/or  studies  completed  on  tourism  and 
recreational  opportunities  so  that  entrepreneurs  can  assess  the  feasibility 
for  development.  If  such  information  exists  then  the  public  wants  to  be 
informed  about  its  accessibility.  Such  data/studies  should  relate  to  natural 
features  of  the  area,  such  as  the  water  and  land  resources,  for  the 
government  to  be  able  to  make  informed  decisions. 

4.  ALCB  regulations  for  hospitality  industry 

It  is  felt  that  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  needs  to  revise  their 
regulations  concerning  hours  of  operation,  location,  development 
constraints  and  the  regulations  regarding  the  need  to  serve  food  with  liquor. 

5.  Public  involvement  in  government  decisions 

There  is  a  need  for  the  public  to  be  included  in  the  government  decision 
making  process  with  respect  to  developments  that  impact  resources  in 
northern  Alberta. 

6.  Taxation  on  seasonal  operations 

Currently  seasonal  operators  are  required  to  pay  tax  on  a  year  round  basis, 
which  negatively  affects  their  cash  flow. 
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7.  Land  use  planning  for  multi-use  (recreation/tourism  not  a  prominent  form 
of  land  use) 

In  the  integrated  resource  planning  approach,  when  land  use  plans  are 
developed,  recreation  and  tourism  related  activities  are  not  significantly 
recognized.  Whereas  oil  &  gas,  forestry  etc.. are  always  included  in  the  final 
product. 

8.  Too  much  "red  tape"  involved  in  government  granting  programs 

The  consensus  is  that  even  to  obtain  a  small  government  grant,  the 
procedures  are  too  long  and  detailed,  consuming  too  much  time. 
Applications  are  returned  when  the  proper  information  has  not  been 
provided,  but  if  the  applications  were  simplified  then  there  would  be  less 
opportunity  for  error.  Also  there  is  a  long  timeline  between  when  an 
application  is  submitted  and  application  approval/money  allocation. 

9.  Competition    of   government    operated    campgrounds,    causes  private 
operators  to  be  price  competitive 

Private  campground  operators  located  near  provincial  campgrounds, 
municipal/club/association  campgrounds  (or  other  non-private 
campground  operations),  have  difficulty  competing  with  the  services  and 
lower  fees  charged  at  non-private  campgrounds.  A  private  campground 
operator  needs  to  charge  a  higher  fee  in  order  to  cover  operational  costs 
but  they  then  lose  business  to  non-private  campgrounds  because  a  similar 
service  is  provided  at  a  reduced  fee  (subsidized).  Private  campground 
operators  recommended  increasing  the  fees  charged  at  non-private 
campground  operations. 

10.  North-South  inequity  of  government  funding  for  tourism  and  recreational 
capital  development 

The  general  consensus  is  that  the  south  part  of  the  province  receives  more 
government  funding  for  tourism  and  recreational  development.  There 
should  be  more  equality  in  government  funding  between  the  north  and 
south. 

11.  Lack  of  collaboration/communication  between  public,  private,  non-profit 
agencies  (inter-agency) 

There  is  a  need  to  improve  the  communication  between  various  provincial 
government  departments  as  well  as  between  provincial  government 
departments  and  municipal  government  departments.  Communication  also 
needs  to  be  improved  between  the  various  provincial  and  municipal 
government  departments  and  the  private  and  non-profit  agencies. 
Collaboration  needs  to  be  promoted  between  all  of  public,  private,  and  non- 
profit agencies. 

12.  Highway  signage  policy  impacting  private  operators 

Alberta  Transportation  and  Utilities'  policy  on  highway  signage  has  some 
limitations  that  prevent  private  operators  from  posting  signage  about  their 
operations  along  Alberta's  highways  and  secondary  roads.  A  private 
operator  must  receive  approval  from  the  government  department  that  has

jurisdiction  over  their  facilities  prior  to  applying  for  a  permit  from  Alberta 
Transportation  and  Utilities. 

13.  Tendering  policies  for  campground  development  unfair 

Individuals  interested  in  operating  provincial  campgrounds  have 
approached  provincial  government  departments  concerning  privatization  of 
the  campgrounds.  Even  though  they  have  shown  initiative  and  may  have 
taken  steps  to  develop  a  feasibility  study,  these  individuals  must  still 
compete  for  the  campground  through  the  government  bid  process. 

14.  Lack  of  management  plans  for  specific  natural  resources  (eg.  trails,  uses, 
activities,  etc.) 

A  need  exists  to  develop  management  plans  which  specifically  detail  the 
type  of  uses  allowed  within  an  area.  An  example  of  an  area  which  requires 
clarification  as  to  use  is  the  Willmore  Wilderness  Park. 

15.  Environmental  advocacy  infiuencing  government  decisions/development 

The  small  but  loud  voice  of  environmentalists  is  influencing  the  decisions  on 
tourism  and  recreational  development  in  Northern  Alberta.  A  process 
whereby  government  accepts  the  views  of  private  sector  operators  and 
developers  must  be  encouraged. 

16.  Fishing  resource;  angling  regulations,  etc. 

Fish  stocks  in  Northern  Alberta  are  in  serious  decline  due  to  impacts  from 
industry  pollution,  algae  growth,  habitat  destruction  -  natural  and  man 
made  as  well  as  over  fishing.  The  current  regulations  for  licensing  has 
major  flaws  in  that  it  does  not  limit  the  numbers  of  fish  caught  and  the 
number  of  fishermen  on  Alberta  lakes. 

17.  Local  tourism   developments  not  proceeding  due  to  lack  of  proper 
procedures  to  advance  projects/secure  investment 

Some  local  tourism  projects  do  not  proceed  to  full  development  as  the  IcK-al 
developers  lack  the  expertise  and  knowledge  needed  to  ensure  that  all 
aspects  of  a  development  are  met.  Local  developers  also  do  not  always 
have  the  necessary  capital  for  a  development  to  occur. 

18.  Local  policies  for  development  not  well  developed  and  distributed 

Policies  for  development  for  some  municipalities  are  not  well  developed. 
Those  municipalities  that  have  developed  policies  for  recreation  and 
tourism  development  do  not  always  make  the  information  readily  available 
to  the  public. 

19.  Lack  of  policies  for  use  of  crown  lands 

Information  is  required  as  to  what  kind  of  activities  and  developments  can 
occur  on  crown  land. 
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20. 


Lack  of  public  education  on  various  land  use/environment  policies 


More  information  on  land  use  and  environment  policies  needs  to  be  made 
available  to  the  public. 

21.  Tourism  Zone  geography/decentralization 

Alberta  Tourist  Zone  boundaries  are  too  large,  especially  the  Lakeland 
Tourist  Zone  which  includes  two  distinct  regions,  the  St.  Paul/Cold 
Lake/Lac  La  Biche  area  and  the  Fort  McMurray/Fort  Chipewyan  area. 

22.  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  is  a  true  tourism  resource  but  it  is  not  being 
used  as  such  due  to  development  restrictions  and  access. 

Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  has  the  potential  to  draw  tourists  to  Alberta 
especially  American  and  international  tourists.  Some  recreation  and 
tourism  development  could  occur  that  is  compatible  with  the  policies  of  the 
park  but  restrictions  to  development  and  access  need  to  be  modified. 

23.  Fly-in  lodges  policy 

The  policy  affecting  fly-in  lodges  needs  to  be  examined  in  order  for  fly-in 
lodges  to  be  viable. 

24.  Policy  restricting  development  outside  of  urban  areas 

Local  and  regional  land  use  plans  are  developed  with  the  intent  to 
concentrate  urban  growth  in  existing  centres. 

25.  Development  along  water's  edge  restricted 

Ripartian  laws  prevent  development  down  to  the  water's  edge  along  rivers 
and  lakes.  This  limits  some  kinds  of  recreation  and  tourism  development 
from  occuring. 

26.  No  control  over  native  hunting  causing  depletion  of  wildlife  resource 

Currently  the  native  community  has  rights  to  hunt  year  round.  Certain 
areas  of  the  province  are  being  depleted  of  wildlife  due  to  the  lack  of  native 
hunting  restrictions. 

27.  No  standard  policies  across  Forest  Zones 

Policies  regarding  a  forest  region  are  not  consistent  across  each  forest 
region.  Policies  are  interpreted  differently  by  Alberta  Forestry  and  Fish  & 
Wildlife  personnel  and  the  interpretation  may  be  incorrect.  The 
interpretation  has  been  known  to  affect  the  development  of  tourism  and 
recreation  projects. 
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28.       Recreation  funding  has  historically  focused  on  the  public  sector  as  opposed 
to  private  sector  initiatives 

Recreation  funding  in  the  past  has  been  directed  to  public  sector 
development  such  as  recreation  facilities  at  the  community  level.  More 
recreation  funding  has  to  be  made  available  to  the  private  sector  for  their 
development  initiatives. 


PHYSICAL/RESOURCES  ISSUES 

GENERAL  RESOURCE  MANAGEMENT 

1.  Failure  by  government  to  address  scarce  resources 

Government  has  failed  to  address  the  concerns  expressed  on  the  scarity  of 
the  resources  in  Northern  Alberta. 

2.  Lack  of  management  plan/maintenance  program,  and  enforcement 

Due  to  a  reduction  in  staff  there  is  little  monitoring  of  the  resources  in 
Northern  Alberta.  Some  aspects  of  the  resource,  such  as  wildlife  and  fish 
levels,  needs  additional  monitoring  and  added  enforcement  to  ensure  these 
levels  are  not  depleted. 

3.  Lack  of  research  and  development  into  habitat  improvement 

Due  to  a  reduction  in  budgets  and  staffing,  there  has  been  a  lack  of  research 
and  development  in  wildlife  and  fish  habitats.  Additional  research  and 
development  needs  to  occur  to  ensure  the  proper  maintenance  of  these 
resources. 

4.  Conflicting  use  of  resources 

Recreation  and  tourism  development  usually  has  to  compete  against  oil, 
gas,  logging,  mining  and  agricultural  development  for  the  use  of  the  land 
base. 

5.  Protection  of  sensitive  environments. 

Ecological  reserve  and  natural  area  policy  is  an  example  of  a  policy  which  is 
presently  being  questioned  as  a  tool  to  protect  sensitive  areas. 

WATER 

L        Reduction  in  water  quality  affects  recreation  activities  on  lakes  and  rivers 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  water  quality  of  a  number  of  the  lakes 
and  rivers  in  Northern  Alberta  (largely  attributed  to  agriculture,  oil/gas, 
and  forestry)  and  this  has  affected  the  use  of  the  resource  for  swimming, 
boating,  etc.  Tourism  and  recreational  developments  along  the  water 
bodies  are  highly  dependent  on  the  quality  of  the  water  resource. 
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Reduction  in  water  levels 


There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  water  levels  in  some  lakes  and  rivers  due 
to  climate  variations  and/or  industry  usage.  A  substantial  water  withdrawal 
is  made  from  industrial,  agricultural  and  municipal  water  uses. 

3.  Lack  of  infrastructure  support  for  development  leads  to  pollution,  ie.  water 
and  sewer  on  lakes 

A  lack  of  water  and  sewer  infrastructure  along  some  lakes,  ie.  for  cottage 
development,  has  led  to  problems  with  pollution  of  these  water  bodies. 

4.  Lack  of  recreational  lakes 

In  Northern  AJberta  there  is  a  lack  of  recreational  lakes  that  have  good 
beach/day  use  areas. 

FISHERIES 

1.         Maintenance  of  fish  stocks 

There  is  considerable  concern  over  the  maintenance  of  the  fish  stocks  in  the 
province.  The  closure  of  the  two  provincial  hatcheries  due  to  disease 
problems  has  had  a  substantial  effect  on  the  fishing  resource  in  Northern 
Alberta.  Many  lakes  including  some  of  the  trophy  lakes  in  Northern 
Alberta  are  experiencing  a  marked  decline  in  their  fish  stocks.  Also  of 
concern  is  the  policy  of  what  water  bodies  can  be  stocked  and  with  what 
species  of  fish. 


FORESTS 

1.  Depletion  of  forest  areas  due  to  resource  industries 

The  potential  for  eco-tourism  throughout  northern  Alberta  can  be 
dramatically  impacted  by  various  extraction  industries  such  as  agriculture, 
forestry,  oil  and  gas. 

2.  Logging  practises  create  visual  problems 

Logging  practises  especially  along  access  roads  and  along  water  bodies 
create  visual  problems  for  tourism  and  recreational  development. 

WILDLIFE 

L        Reduction  of  wildlife 

Many  areas  indicated  a  marked  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  wildlife  due  to 
poor  management  practices. 
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BUSINESS  KNOWLEDGE/BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT  ISSUES/CONSTRAINTS 


1.  Lack  of  business  expertise 

There  is  a  general  lack  of  tourism/recreational  business  expertise  in 
Northern  Alberta.  Some  of  the  business  people  lack  the  knowledge  of  how 
to  convey  their  business  ideas  in  a  way  that  is  acceptable  by  the  various 
lending  institutions.  Some  business  people  lack  the  knowledge  of  how  to 
develop  a  business  plan  for  long  range  planning. 

2.  Lack         of        a         centralized         location         for  available 
research/information/resources  for  businesses  in  Northern  Alberta 

Research/information/resources  that  have  been  compiled  that  would  be  of 
assistance  to  businesses  in  the  tourism  and  recreation  industry  is  not  made 
readily  available.  Business  people  don't  know  what  exists  and  where  to 
access  it.  It  was  felt  that  information  that  is  valuable  to  businesses  in  this 
industry  needs  to  be  collected  on  an  ongoing  basis  and  made  readily 
available. 

3.  Lack  of  marketing  knowledge  by  operators 

There  is  a  general  lack  of  marketing  knowledge  among  tourism  and 
recreational  operators  with  regards  to  kicking  off  a  marketing  program  as 
well  as  target  marketing. 

4.  Lack  of  knowledge  to  deal  with  government   rules  and  regulations 
(Government  process) 

Businesses  find  government  grant/loan  documentation  cumbersome.  Many 
businesses  need  further  information  about  the  government  rules  and 
regulations  which  affect  their  industry.  Businesses  have  to  go  through  too 
many  government  departments  to  obtain  information  and  assistance. 

5.  Lack  of  tourism  education  courses 

There  is  a  lack  of  hospitality/service  industry  training  courses  as  well  as 
business  management  training  courses.  As  well  businesses  are  not  always 
aware  of  the  courses  being  offered  in  the  area. 

6.  Necessity  of  studies  for  business  start-ups 

Businesses  are  concerned  with  the  fact  that  government  requires  the  private 
sector  to  primarily  conduct  investigations  prior  to  allowing  the  private 
sector  to  proceed  with  their  initiative. 

7.  Need  for  coordination/cooperation 

There  is  a  need  for  coordination  and  cooperation,  for  marketing  and 
development  amongst  community  groups,  agencies,  businesses,  lenders, 
operators,  and  government  with  regard  to  expanding  the  commercial 
recreation  base  in  Northern  Alberta. 
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8. 


Lack  of  knowledge  of  tourism  benefits 


The  public,  businesses,  residents,  and  lenders,  generally  do  not  have  a 
detailed  understanding  of  the  benefits  of  tourism. 

9.  Lack  of/cost  of  utilities/infrastructure  outside  urban  centres 

The  cost  of  extending  utilities/infrastructure  outside  an  urban  centre  is  very 
expensive.  Usually  this  cost  is  added  onto  the  development  cost  for  any 
tourism/recreational  project. 

10.  Career  development 

Those  individuals  involved  in  the  tourism  and  recreation  industry  usually 
receive  low  pay.  It  is  difficult  to  employ  people  when  the  pay  is  low  when 
they  can  receive  high  levels  of  employment  insurance  benefits.  There  is 
little  incentive  to  stay  in  the  industry  as  there  are  few  career  opportunities. 
It  is  an  industry  that  is  perceived  to  employ  students  and  seasonal  staff 

11.  Need  access  to  tourism  resource  person 

Communities  need  to  have  access  to  an  individual  who  can  act  as  a  resource 
person  to  assist  them  with  tourism/recreational  information. 

12.  Government  lacks  an  understanding  of  small  recreation  and  tourism 
businesses 

Government  lacks  an  understanding  of  businesses  involved  in  the  recreation 
and  tourism  sector.  This  causes  difficulty  in  this  industry  to  access 
government  programs. 

FINANCIAL  CONSTRAINTS/ISSUES 

1.  High  risk  business  does  not  attract  investors,  risk  return  is  low,  return  on 
investment  is  low 

Development  in  the  tourism  and  recreation  industry  does  not  usually  attract 
investors  because  of  the  high  risks  involved.  A  great  amount  of  money  is 
needed  to  develop  a  quality  operation  but  the  return  on  that  investment  is 
usually  low  if  the  market  is  not  available. 

2.  Lending  institutions  reluctant  to  fund  operators 

Lending  institutions  are  reluctant  to  fund  projects  which  they  perceive  as 
high  risk  ventures.  A  majority  of  tourism  and  recreation  developments  are 
a  one  season  or  two  season  operation.  Lending  institutions  will  fund  no 
more  than  60%  of  the  capital  needed  for  a  tourism/recreation  project. 

3.  Not  enough  capital  for  ventures  -  small  grants  lead  to  small  projects 

If  Hmited  or  no  funding  is  available  through  a  lending  institution  then 
businesses  wiH  seek  funds  through  government  grants.  Grants  that  can  be 
put  towards  the  capital  development  of  a  project  are  usually  quite  small. 
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4.  High  interest  rates  for  small  operators  -  need  to  subsidize  interest  rates  as 
in  other  sectors 

For  development  to  occur  in  this  sector,  relief  from  high  interest  rates 
needs  to  be  provided. 

5.  Too  much  competition  for  existing  money 

Grants  provided  by  government  are  available  to  community  groups  and 
private  operators  in  the  same  community  thereby  forcing  them  to  compete 
for  the  same  funding. 

6.  Motel  tax 

The  provincial  government  tax  on  hotel/motel  rooms  has  affected  business. 
There  is  a  feeling  that  a  portion  of  the  room  tax  should  go  back  into  the 
industry  for  to  assist  in  raising  hotel  standards,etc. 

7.  CATA  not  allowing  regional/local  development  opportunities 

CATA  has  concentrated  its  funding  efforts  on  major  international 
developments.  CATA  should  concentrate  more  on  assisting  local  and 
regional  recreation  and  tourism  developments. 

8.  High  insurance  costs  to  tourism/recreation  businesses 

There  is  a  high  cost  for  insurance  for  adventure  related  tourism/recreation 
businesses  for  example  horseback  riding  and  rafting. 

9.  Application  process  for  grants 

The  application  process  for  the  majority  of  the  grants  that  are  available  are 
time  consuming  and  difficult  to  understand.  After  applications  are 
submitted,  there  is  often  a  considerable  time  delay  before  the  applications 
are  processed  and  grant  money  is  forwarded  to  the  applicant.  Often  the 
small  size  of  the  grant  does  not  warrant  the  time  and  information  required. 

10.  Alberta  Tourism  does  not  recognize  travel  bureaus  operated  privately 
(outside  zone  operations) 

Alberta  Tourism  does  not  recognize  travel  bureaus  operated  privately. 
Additional  assistance  is  required  to  provide  better  information  and 
assistance  to  the  travelling  public. 

11.  Higher  costs  in  the  north 

Costs  of  equipment,  supplies,  etc.  are  more  expensive  in  Northern  Alberta. 

12.  Government  budget  cuts 

There  is  a  real  and  perceived  appreciation  that  various  provincial 
government  departments  are  being  dramatically  reduced.  There  is  concern 
among  operators  over  the  reduction  of  services  provided. 
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13. 


GST  implications 


The  goods  and  services  tax  of  1%  is  causing  concern  amongst  many 
operators  in  Northern  Alberta  because  of  the  perception  of  additional  costs 
to  their  operation. 

14.       Northern  Allowance  implications 

Many  employers  must  pay  a  northern  allowance  to  employees  as  an 
enticement  to  live  and  work  in  Northern  Alberta.  This  allowance  is  needed 
because  of  the  cost  of  living  but  it  makes  it  more  difficult  for  an  operator  to 
attain  a  profit. 

ACCESS  TO  RESOURCES/ISSUES 

1.  Lack  of  access 

There  are  areas  with  generaUy  poor  access  in  Northern  Alberta  into  not 
only  recreational  resources  but  also  to  the  majority  of  the  communities. 
Some  communities  have  one  main  highway  that  provides  access  to  their 
community  while  others  such  as  Fort  Chipewyan  do  not  even  have  year 
round  road  access.  Only  five  of  the  larger  communities  have  regular 
scheduled  airline  service.  Passenger  rail  service  is  not  provided  to  Northern 
Alberta. 

2.  Lack  of  maps  and  signage 

Communities,regions  and  attractions  need  additional  informational 
identification  and  directional  signage.  Road  side  maps  need  to  be 
developed  to  promote  the  various  regions'  attractions  and  services. 

3.  All  weather  roads  needed 

More  aU  weather  roads  are  needed  to  be  able  to  develop  and  promote 
various  communities  and  resources  in  Northern  Alberta.  If  access  into  an 
area  is  not  available  during  the  winter  or  during  wet  weather  then  that 
resource  is  not  able  to  develop  to  its  potential  and  consequently  there  is  a 
lack  of  interest  to  invest  by  the  private  sector. 

4.  Lack  of  alternate  transportation  routes  between  communities 

Many  communities  in  Northern  Alberta  have  a  single  road  providing  access 
to  their  communities.  More  roads  need  to  be  developed  between 
communities  so  that  additional  access  is  provided  and  circle  tours  can  be 
developed. 

5.  Scheduled/charter  air  service  is  poor  to  non-existent/cost  of  air  travel/  air 
freight  capacity  is  limited 

Scheduled/charter  air  service  occurs  only  in  five  of  the  larger  communities 
in  Northern  Alberta.  This  air  service  is  expensive  which  acts  as  a  deterrent 
to  promoting  the  destination  to  tourists.  The  cost  of  air  freight  for  supplies 
is  high.  Because  of  the  distance  from  major  markets,  other  communities  in 
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Northern  Alberta  would  like  some  air  service  to  be  able  to  tap  into 
additional  tourist  markets. 

6.  Lack  of  tourists  as  a  result  of  perception  of  distance/road  conditions 

There  is  a  general  perception  that  a  great  distance  must  be  travelled  to 
reach  some  of  the  northern  communities.  Another  public  perception  is  that 
road  conditions  are  inadequate  in  Northern  Alberta. 

7.  Lack   of   water   based    transportation    facilities/boat    launches  and 
marinas/lack  of  access  to  river  reaches 

Additional  boat  launches/marinas  are  needed  to  supply  access  to  the 
substantial  water  resources  of  Northern  Alberta. 

8.  Road  construction  during  summer  limits  visitation 

Road  construction  and  improvements  need  to  be  completed  during  the 
shoulder  seasons  so  that  the  access  roads  into  some  of  the  recreation  and 
tourism  facilities  are  passable  in  summer  (ie:  for  RV's)  when  the  peak 
visitation  occurs. 

9.  Good  recreation  lakes  are  held  in  private  ownership  -  causes  public  access 
problems 

Some  of  the  lakes  in  Northern  Alberta  have  cottage  development  and  other 
private  ownership  which  limits  the  amount  of  public  access.  A  few  lakes  are 
so  developed  with  cottages  that  there  is  no  public  access. 

10.  Access  to  forests  should  allow  for  backcountry  experiences/use 

Trails,  trail  head  and  staging  areas  needs  to  be  developed  or  existing  trails 
upgraded  to  allow  for  further  recreational  development  such  as  backcountry 
cabins,  cross  country  skiing,  and  hiking  trails. 

11.  Restrictions  on  access  due  to  resource  development 

Some  of  the  resource  roads  should  be  left  open  once  resource  development 
has  been  completed  so  that  recreation  and  tourism  developments  can  occur. 

12.  Paving/improvements  needed  for  highways/major  secondary  roads 

Major  highways  and  secondary  roads  need  to  be  improved/paved  so  that 
tourist  and  recreational  access  to  northern  communities  can  be  improved; 
eg.  Hwy  88  La  Crete  to  Slave  Lake,  SR  697,  Hwy  40  SE  of  Grande  Cache, 
Hwy  40,  Hwy  2  between  Grande  Prairie  and  Hythe  (twinned). 

13.  Long  term  planning  needed  to  benefit  rubber  tire  tralllc  tourists 

Long  term  planning  is  needed  by  Alberta  Transportation  and  Utilities  to 
ensure  that  access  in  provided  to  northern  communities  for  the 
development  of  tourism. 
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14. 


Access  through  native  lands  restricted 


Some  access  through  native  lands  would  be  beneficial  for  some  recreation 
and  tourism  activities  and  developments. 

15.  Road  access  -  from  Fort  Nelson  to  Rainbow  Lake;  from  Fort  Smith  to  High 
Level  through  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park;  from  Fort  McMurray  to  Fort 
Chipewyan  to  Fort  Nelson;  Fort  McMurray 

Numerous  communities  in  Northern  Alberta  would  benefit  from  additional 
access.  Fort  Chipewyan  would  like  year  round  access  by  road  from  another 
community,  either  from  Fort  Smith,  Fort  McMurray  or  Fort  Vermilion. 
Fort  McMurray  would  like  another  access  into  their  community  ie.  from 
Wabasca-Desmarais  so  that  circle  routes  could  be  developed  and  more 
tourist  markets  tapped.  Rainbow  Lake  would  like  to  see  Highway  58 
extended  to  Fort  Nelson  so  that  it  could  be  an  alternate  route  for  tourists 
travelling  to  the  Yukon  or  Alaska. 

16.  Promotion  of  various  routes  -  ie.  Big  Horn  Route,  Northern  Woods  and 
Water  Route 

Northern  Alberta  has  a  number  of  unique  historical  routes  which  need  to  be 
developed  further  and  promoted  more.  These  roads  need  improvements  in 
order  to  increase  the  traffic  volumes  of  tourists. 

17.  Develop  access  to  prime  lake/river  areas  for  recreation  use  -  ie. 
Zama/Athabasca  Deltas,  Kakwa  Falls,  North  Wabasca  River,  Athabasca 
River 

More  access  needs  to  be  developed  into  prime  natural  resource  areas  in 
order  to  allow  for  the  potential  development  of  these  areas  for  recreation 
and  tourism. 

18.  Need  for  public  input  into  new  access  development 

Communities  and  regions  want  greater  input  in  the  decision  making  process 
for  new  access  development. 

19.  Need  opportunity  corridors  between  market  and  northern  destinations 

Key  roadways  that  act  as  Hnkages  between  markets  and  tourism 
destinations  need  to  be  improved  to  get  from  origin  to  destination  on  that 
particular  link. 

20.  Streams  preventing  travel 

Due  to  a  lack  of  bridge  construction  some  developments  or  natural 
resources  are  not  accessible  during  periods  of  time  due  to  high  water  levels 
preventing  fording. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL-CLIMATIC  CONSTRAINTS/ISSUES 

1.  Pollution  of  lakes  from  agricultural  development  affecting  water  quality; 
some  lakes  affected  by  human  sewage;  water  pollution  causing  algae  growth 

Numerous  water  bodies  in  Northern  Alberta  have  reduced  water  quality 
which  affects  the  extent  of  tourism  and  recreational  development.  The  lack 
of  infrastructure  along  some  lakes  with  cottage  development  has  also  led  to 
pollution  of  these  lakes. 

2.  Lack  of  strong  government  policy  on  environmental  standards  and  policing 
of  individuals/industries  polluting  the  environment;  no  coordination  of 
government  departments 

There  is  a  need  for  environmental  standards  to  protect  the  northern 
resources.  Additional  enforcement  officials  are  need  and/or  monitoring. 

3.  Need  better  water/soil/air  monitoring, 

There  needs  to  be  better  water,  soil  and  air  monitoring  to  minimize  the 
impact  to  the  environment  from  pulp  mills,  forestry,  oil  sands,  agriculture, 
and  other  activities 

4.  Economic  impact  evaluations  for  use  of  forest  resources  not  lllcd  for  public 
viewing 

More  opportunity  needs  to  be  provided  to  the  public  to  allow  them  to  be 
able  to  scrutinize  the  results  of  the  studies. 

5.  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  -  sensitive  area 

Although  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  has  great  potential  for  tourism  and 
recreational  development,  it  also  is  a  unique  natural  area.  Any 
development  must  be  monitored  carefully. 

6.  Winter  kill  in  lakes 

In  winter,  there  is  a  high  level  of  fish  kill  in  northern  lakes  and  rivers. 

7.  Climate 

Although  Northern  Alberta  gets  sunny  weather  in  winter  and  long  daylight 
hours  in  summer,  it  still  receives  a  great  deal  of  unstable  and  unpredictable 
weather  which  restricts  outdoor  activities. 

8.  There  is  a  negative  perception  of  insects 

Insects  exist  in  parts  of  Northern  Alberta  during  specific  times  of  year  but 
the  negative  perception  that  has  developed  needs  to  be  changed  so  that 
recreation  and  tourism  can  develop  further. 
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9.  Length  of  season  -  short  summer  season  affects  development  financing, 
restricts  tourist  travel 

The  tourist  market  is  concentrated  in  the  summer  months  which  affects  the 
operation  of  the  facility  ,  the  amount  of  investment  capital  that  can  be 
earned  to  put  back  into  an  operation.  The  tourist  season  needs  to  be 
extended  into  the  shoulder  seasons  in  order  to  allow  businesses  to  be 
financially  secure. 

10.  Restrictions  on  boat  launch  operations 

There  are  restrictions  on  the  location  of  boat  launch  operations  that  has 
affected  the  development  of  water  related  recreation  activities  on  certain 
lakes  and  rivers. 

11.  Big  industry,  and  pulp  mills,  impact  tourism's  use  of  the  natural  resource 
base 

Some  of  the  activities  of  the  various  resource  industries  occuring  in 
Northern  Alberta  has  a  negative  impact  on  the  development  of  tourism  and 
recreation  operations. 

FUNCTIONAL  CONSTRAINTS/ISSUES 

1.  Coordinated  recognition  of  all  government  departments  of  the  tourism 
industry 

At  present,  government  departments  do  not  have  a  coordinated  approach 
to  the  tourism  industry.  The  present  piecemeal  approach  is  a  limiting  factor 
in  tourism  and  recreation  development  in  the  province.  An  entrepreneur 
must  go  through  numerous  channels  of  government  in  order  to  develop  a 
project  and  this  can  be  very  frustrating  and  time  consuming. 

2.  Lack  of  knowledge/lack  of  public  awareness  of  the  potential  of  tourism  as 
an  industry 

The  general  public  lacks  an  awareness  of  the  potential  of  tourism  in 
community  development.  Tourism  can  be  used  to  enhance  the  economy  in 
some  communities. 

3.  Lack  of  coordination  between  regions  -  ie.  industries,  government,  non- 
profit groups 

More  coordination  is .  needed  between  various  groups  and  regions  to 
enhance  the  development  of  recreation  and  tourism  within  Northern 
Alberta.  Coordination  will  limit  the  degree  of  duplication  of  services  that 
currently  occurs. 

4.  Lack  of  qualified  hospitality  labour,  qualified  personnel/limited  labour 
pool,  lack  of  interest  in  staff  training,  tourism  is  not  considered  a  career 
option,  low  wages 

There  is  a  general  lack  of  qualified  personnel  in  this  industry  in  Northern 
Alberta.   Few  qualified  people  are  willing  to  relocate  to  this  area.  The 
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public  perception  of  the  tourism  industry  is  that  employment  in  this  sector 
is  seasonal  or  part-time.  Few  people  consider  tourism  as  a  career  option. 
Low  wages  are  another  limiting  factor.  Some  staff  and  businesses  are  not 
interested  in  staff  training. 

5.  Distance  from  markets 

The  distance  from  major  markets  is  a  barrier  to  development  and  a  limiting 
factor  for  a  majority  of  northern  communities  and  operators. 

6.  Cost  and  availability  of  insurance  -  ie.  liability  insurance 

There  are  a  limited  number  of  insurance  companies  who  will  insure  tourism 
and  recreational  facilities.  Those  companies  that  do,  charge  very  high 
premiums. 

7.  Lack  of  services  between  attractions  -  ie.  gas  stations 

There  is  a  general  lack  of  services  such  as  gas  stations  and  rest  stops 
between  communities  in  Northern  Alberta.  In  cases  of  long  distances 
between  communities  it  is  advisable  to  have  services  for  tourists  especially 
those  travelling  in  poor  weather  conditions. 

8.  Lack  of  recreational  programming  at  resorts/recreational  areas 

Resorts  and  recreational  areas  need  to  develop  recreation  programs  for 
various  markets  especially  in  the  case  of  inclement  weather. 

9.  Lack  of  local  involvement,  government  or  private,  in  tourism/recreation 
development 

The  local  community  is  not  always  allowed  input  into  tourism  and 
recreation  development  in  their  area. 

10.  Hours  of  operation 

The  short  hours  of  operation  of  some  businesses  such  as  service  stations  is  a 
limiting  factor  in  tourism  development. 

n.       Lack  of  goods  and  supplies 

Difficulty  in  getting  goods  and  supplies  into  northern  locations  increases 
capital  and  operating  costs. 

12.  Distance  between  recreational  experiences 

The  distance  between  recreational  experiences  is  a  limiting  factor  in  the 
tourism  and  recreation. 

13.  Local  input  not  provided  for  policy  decisions 

Government  should  allow  for  more  local  input  into  government  policy 
decisions. 
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14.  Lack  of  knowledge  of  how  to  pursue  development  ideas 

Generally,  it  was  felt  that  there  was  a  general  lack  of  knowledge  among 
businesses  of  how  to  pursue  development  ideas. 

15.  Sparse  population  density  limits  labour  resource  thereby  restricting 
development 

The  sparse  population  in  Northern  Alberta  communities  limits  the  number 
of  qualified  personnel  for  the  tourism  and  recreation  industry. 

16.  Support  services  as  part  of  the  tourism  plant  are  not  always  available  to 
support  visitation 

Support  services  such  as  hotels  and  restaurants  within  a  community  are  not 
always  available  to  a  tourist.  Often  in  communities  dependant  dn  various 
resource  industries,  the  hotels/motels  are  occupied  to  capacity  by  work 
crews.  There  is  often  few  alternative  accommodations  available.
